Lizzie M^brler, who Uvea at the Cur- 
tis home, Mrs. Lou Curtis, Miia IHossle 
Curtis and Jess CurOs all have the 
disease. 

Miss Thelma Case, a daughter of Mr. 

Asa Case, who lives on the Lexington 
pike near the Cutis home, was also 
found to be suffering from the dlseast 
The health authorities have doubled 
all precautions to prevent tin- furtlu-r 
spread of the diseaee. Tliese cases 
have been traced to the cases on 
Pleasant Ridge and the Mastin dkse In 
the city was unque^lonably carried 
from the Curtis cases.

FOBDNET EXTENDS INVITATION. 



Chairman Fordney, the Uouac VVaya uiil Means Committee, 
has hung the latchatriiig outside for southern producers to pull and 
enter into the councils of ttic nation willi respect to tlie taril't. On 
JUay 26th a petition circulatcil among members of the House by tlie 
Southern Tariff Association was nfbeived by the Ways and Means 

Committfc rfiiuoMint,' lliat liidrs and oils In- placed on tlic dutiatib' 
list. This date was fixed tor tiie purpose of ascertaining the status 
' of aonthem prodncta in the pendkg general tariff measure and in 
order that the members of the committee might be properly informed 
thereon. 

Mr. SV>rdney announced that "the ways and means committee is 
now eng:a(,'i'<I in writinj,' the |)Prmun('iit tariff measure and we want 
the cooperation of the South, us we are anxious to deal fairly with 
all sections. We would be glad to have southern representatives 
enumerate southern products they desire placed on the dutiable list 
and we would also like for them to say whether they want a tariff 
on their products for the purpose of protecting the producer or for 
raiaing money for the government. We, of course, take it for granted 
that every representative who aska for duty on prodncta of his dis- 
trict and section is willin},' to ^'rant the same relative duty upon tlie 
products of all other sections. To assume otherwise would, of course, 
carry with it a charge of insincerity and selfishness beneath the dig- 
nity of an American repres<'iitalive. While wc are ffo'm^ to write a 
protective tariff measure and the Ittipublican party wants to deal 
fairly and intelligently with the South, we have no desire to levy a 
duty on a southern product which the southern people want on the 
free list. We recognize a Congressman a.s the authorized spokesman 
of his district and the custodian of the welfare of his people and we 
shall be glad to hear them define the attitude of their constituents 
with regard to a tariff on southern products." 

It is reported that the circulation of this petition has made it 
decidedly uncomfortable for certain old-time Bourbon Congressmen 
who have fought protection tor many years, but who are coming to 
realize that the free trade doctrine is no longer popular in the South. 
If they come out for the Republican doctrine they will be open to the 
charge of inconsistency ; if they continue to oppose it, they will hear 
from their districts in the next election. Mr. Fordney has put the 
question up to them fairly and B<iuarely and they must either fish or 
cut bait. 

It is doubtful if any economic orj;anization in the jiast {,'enera- 
tion has exercised a more potent influence on southern Congressmen 
that the Southern Tariff Association, headed by John Kirby, of Texas. 
The association itself is the offspring of the desire of the Sonth to 
getaway from the fal.se doctrine of free trade so jieneral in that sec- 
'tion when Cotton was King and manufacture and diversified crops 
were not so well established. !>o long as the chief dependence of the 
South was on tiie cotton crop and the Hayne doctrine that free trade 
in textile manufactures from England meant an enlarged market for 
raw cotton was accepted as uncontrovertible, the South remained 
wedded to that god. But during the past few years enterprising 
bmrinessmen have l)roiii,'ht the mills to lli" South, which is better than 
sending the South to the mills, and the value of protection to industry 
has grown to be appreciated, this appreciation enhanced by the fact 
that vegetable oils have also become an important southern product, 
and a paying one if the competition of the Orient is restricted. 

It will be amusing to study the replies made by the old South 
free trade Representatives in Congress to tin- i|uestions put by Chair- 
man Fordney, and they may be assured that those replies will he given 
ample poblioity throughout the wotiona whieh they hope to continue 
to vepiwent

('OLON¥ HOUSE BEST MEANS 
OF HANOLING TOVKft CHICK.S. 

Results obtained by experienced 
poultry raisers of Kentucky in hand- 
ling growing pullets ou range show 
that the colony house which divides 
the flock into smalt colonics furnish- 
es tho best means of handling tbo 
birds. Since Its purpose is to provide 
shelter for the pullets at night and 
during bad weather In the summer the 
colony house need not be built as well 
as the laying house. It should, how- 
ever, afford protsotlon from rats, 
weasels, and other small animals as 
welfas from the rain. In addition it 
shuld supply plenty of room for the 
gri.wiii^- l)irda, have veiitiialion with- 
out drafts, bo well-lightod iind dry, 
according to membors ot tlio Touilry 
Department of the College of Agricul- 
ture. The house should be built on 
gunners to that It can be easily moved 
thus making it possible to use differ- 
ent fields for range each year ami 
have a oonstant supply of green food. 

The first essential of the house is 
that It shall provide plenty of room 
for the flock. If the house is filled to 
capacity at first It will soo become 
crowded as the pallets grow lapidly. 
A houso ten feet square will bo hirgo 
oiinn!;li for about Tf) birds. At li^ast 
six Inches for each bird should bo 
provided on the perches. 

As the pullets will he close together 
at night an abundance of fresh air 
should be STSilable. Drafts should be 
avoided but enoatfi eircaUtlon of air 
allowed to osrrjr oir tho. Impurities. 
Proper Tsntflatkm sMgr b* soenrsd by 
( penlng on the sottth side o( the bouse 
which are provldsd with screens snd 
curtains. 

As In any other house there should 
be plenty of light, an abundance of It 
on the floor being espoclally advisable. 
Sufficient light will be' provided If 
the open front of the house f.io' s to 
the south. The interior of the bouse 
can be made lighter by white-washing. 
A small amount of carbolic acid or 
creoeol added to the whitewash will 
be helpful in keeping down lice, miteH 
and dlssMSB.

The Federal and state crop report 
for Kentucky Just Issued follows: 

I^entuoky's wheat crop now prom- 
ises 7,807.000 bushels compared to a 
prospect May 1, i:»21, for 7,861,000 
bushels, accordins; to the June crop 
report Issued today by the U. S. Bu- 
read of Crop Estimates in co-operation 
with State CommisBionor of Agricul- 
ture W. C. Hanna, The condition of 
the state's wheat crop dropped from 
98 per cent. May to 87 on June 1. Last 
years the condition June 1 waa 66 per 
cent 'and the final yle4 tumdd out 
5,610,000 bushels, while the live-year 
average, 1916,19, Inclusive, was 9,878,- 
000 bushels, which Included the In- 
creased war acreage. 

Oats are doing fairly well In most 
counties, on a good acreage. The con- 
dition is S4 por cent, of normal and 
the iicroaf;o about :!4,';,500, Indicating 
a production uf about 7,859,000 bushels i 
compared to 8,225,000 bushels produc- 
ed last year from 350,000 acres which 
showed a condition of 90 per cent, on 
Juhe 1, 1020. ' 

Rye condition Is 91 per cent, of nor- 
mal. With about 88,000 aorea in the 
state to be harvested for grain this 
Indicates a production of about 484,000 
bushels compared to 480,000 bushels 
produced last year. ^ 

narlej- acreage in Kentucky this 
year is about ten per cent more than 
in 1!i2i), due chiefly- to decreased bur- 
ley tobacco acreage. Most of the bar- 
ley In Kentucky Is grown In the cen- 
tral Blue Grass counties. Condition of 
barley Is 94 per cent, of normal, indi- 
cating a prodnctlon of about 187,000 
bushels compiAred to 118.000 bushels 
last year. 

FVirmers In many counties report 
their meadows are late and very 
weedy, and much of the young clover 
was damaged by the late freezes. Con- 
dition of clover la 81 per cent., with 
the acreage about :i per sent, more 
than in 1!t20. due chiefly to (lerrrasr?il 
tnliiuoo acreage. Alfalfa condition is 
86 per cent The acreage is about four 
i)er cent, more than 1920. Pasture in 
most sections averages fair. Plowing 
com planting and tobacco setting still 
being dona. 
Apple prospecto are vwg poor in 
sectlona, the avmga being 
about 18 per cent of a crop, ppucbes 
and pears are about 8 per cent, of a 
crop. Truck crops are growing well 
now, but melons wero spvercly chef k- 
ed by cold weather late in May. Black- 
)iprri>'< prnniise a good orop In mOSt 
pariF of the state.
